This letter outlines the terms of the on-going relationship of Fabiani (the "Client") and 
Strategy XXI (the "Agency") as it relates to the Azerbaijan America Alliance.

The Agency will not retain third parties or enter into third party contracts 
without the express written/e-mailed permission of the Client. 

The Agency agrees that information and materials provided by the Client to the Agency 
on a confidential basis shall be held in confidence by the Agency except as otherwise 
required by law. , 

The Agreement shall be governed and construed in accordance with the laws of the 
District of Columbia.
